S t . Lonit, June G.—The Democratic 
National Convention broke the record to­ 
day for the greatest display o f enthusi­ 
asm ever witnessed in a tdiriilar body. 
For tw enty consecutivo minutos 12,000 
people filled the air of tho great Conven­ 
tion hall with a volume of undim inisbed 
cheers, comparable with nothing 
on 
earth, except, perhaps, th e roar of the 
Falls of Niagara. It was in response to 
the utterance of these words: " I give 
yon the nam e entwinud with victory; I 
nominate 
Grover Cleveland of 
New 
York.” The Bpeaker was Daniel Dough­ 
erty of Tam m any H all. 
W ith bead 
proudly erect, every fibre of his fine fea­ 
tures qniveriug, every nerve of his noblo 
figure tense, the magnificent silver-voiced 
orator waa alternately thrilling the vast 
audience or holding them spell-bound. 
W hen, at th e clim ax of his eloquence, he 
named for th e first time the m an who 
was 
uppermost 
in 
th e 
thoughts 
of 
ail, 
it 
was needless to 
utter 
another word. 
Dougherty paused for 
a m om ent to gaze over th e hundreds of 
frantic, cheering delegates, and at the 
even more frantic thousand» of specta­ 
tors beyond. 
Hifj’h above tho forest of 
heads were waving innum erable red 
bandanas; hats and canes were being 
pitched into th e air, while th e cheering 
was booming so terrific tliat no single 
enthusiast coaid hear his own screech in 
the overpowering general yell. 
At this 
mom ent in the m am m oth picture of the 
Capitol at W ashington, covering the 
wall far above tb e platform and in plain 
view of the whole Convention, th e doors 
were seen to swing back and tho smiling 
face of President Cleveland beam ed out 
on hisadm irerB. Everybody in the hall 
seemed fairly beside him self with ex­ 
citem ent. A stone bust of tb e President 
near 
th e 
Speaker’s 
stand 
was 
crowned 
with 
wreatiis 
of 
green, 
snatched by alm ost 
frenzied hands 
from am ong the decoration» of tiie plat­ 
form. 
The long-poled State banner» 
among tlio delegates were being whirled 
frantically in tho air, when suddenly tbe 
Convention, with a m ighty shout, dis- 
eggered Daniel Dougherty clim bing on a 
chair in the m iddle of the New Yorkers 
on the floor; he was waving aloft an 
American flag, and, as if moved by a 
common impulse, the standard-bearer» of 
the different States all passed toward 
New York, each 
seeking 
to 
reach 
Doughertv’s em blem with their tall etAÍl» 
and toss it to the roof. A t this m om ent, 
the American eagles, ornam ents on the 
railing of the gallery, wore taken off, 
and their outstretched wings, six feet 
from tip to tip, were flapping, with the 
assistance of the spectators. 
Men and 
women were alike in their dem onstra­ 
tions. 
The Chairm an at length interposed, 
and after repeated efforts directed their 
attention to th e tall Kentuckian who 
stood beside him . This gentlem an, Mr. 
McKenzie, was to second th e nomina­ 
tion of Cleveland, and he aroused the 
Convention to a renewed outburst alm ost 
at his first .word by declaring th at there 
was but one Democrat in tho country 
more 
popular 
than 
C leveland—the 
queenly woman he bad m ade h is wife. 
Again the Convention was In an uproar 
when th e speaker gave the leader of the 
Republicans the brand-new title of the 
"FLORENTINE MOSAIC FROM M A INE." 
McKenzie moved to now sospemd the 
rules and now m ake the nom ination of 
Cleveland absolutely unanim ous; bat 
everybody wished to join in seconding 
Cleveland, and everybody was given a 
chance, and the thing was done with one 
extraordinary hurrah. 
Among the other features of tbe day 
in the Convention waa a four-cornered 
struggle iietween the Thurm an men, 
the Gray m en, Tariff reformers and the 
Protective Tariff elem ent.

Ju»t when thing» were particu­ 
larly squally, W hite, of Californio, in the 
interest of the Old Roman, poured oil on 
the troubled waters.

C if AIRMAN COLLINS’ SPEECH. 
General Collins spoke eloquently. He 
said th at the chairm anship of the Con­ 
vention, a post filled by the foremost 
m en of the party, was appreciated by 
him as a distinction of the iiighoat char­ 
acter. 
Tho young m en of the nation, ho 
said, heard more in their time of the 
clash of arm s and the throes of war than 
of any principle of government. 
8o it 
was no wonuer th at th e question was 
often asked and scarcely ever answered, 
W hat difference is there Iietween the 
two parties?" The speaker replied to 
the query with a pithv sum mary of the 
political creed of Thornes Jefferson, 
th e apostle of Democracy. 
To this 
General Collins 
added 
th e 
golden 
economic rule th at no 
more taxeB 
should be levied on th e people in any 
way than is necessary to m eet th e honest 
expenses of government. True to these 
principles - th e Democratic party fought 
successfully our foreign wars, protected 
our citizens in every clime, compelled 
respect of all nations for our flag, added 
imfierial domain to our territory and in­ 
sured peace, prosperity and happiness to 
all the people. 
False to these principles, 
th e great F'ederal, W hig and Know- 
Nothing parties went down never to rise 
again. And now here to-day were the 
representatives of tho party th at had 
survived all the others—th e united, tri­ 
um phant, invincible Democracy, 
pre­ 
pared to strike down forever tho last sur­ 
viving foe in November. This country 
lias been and is th e ^asylum for all 
tlio m en of th e earth who flee from 
want and 
oppression 
and m ean to 
become Americans, but’ we invite and 
welcome only those who. are friends to 
th e Republic. 
Our institutions cannot 
change to m eet hostile wishes nor be 
modified save by th e peaceful and delib­ 
erate action of tbe m ass of th e people in 
accordance with th e constitution or laws 
of th e land, and no m an is a true Amer­ 
ican who, knowing w hat we are, will by 
word or action, experim ent or thought, 
in any way attem pt to weaken th e foun­ 
dation of this splendid political structure, 
tbe Republic of the United States. 
General Collins warmly and at length 
eulogized th e adm inistration of Preeident 
Cleveland as having trium phantly justi­ 
fied his election. 
The Democracy now 
stood on th e edge of another and perhap» 
greater contest, with regard to th e elec­ 
tion, than held before for generations. 
It was confronted by a wily, unscrupu­ 
lous and desperate foe. 
There would be 
no blot on record th at would not be m ag­ 
nified ; no circumstance not tortured and 
m isrepresented; no disappointm ent not 
exaggerated into a revolt; no class or 
creed th at wonld not be sought to in ­ 
flame; no passion not attem pted to 
rouBe; 
no 
fraud 
that 'would 
not 
be willingly portrayed. 
Bat the ap­ 
peal 
of 
th e 
Democratic 
party is 
not to passions or to prejudice, to class 
or to faction, to race or to creed ; but to 
sonnd common sense, the interest, the 
intelligence and patriotism of th e Ameri­ 
can people; upon their stainless record 
for the last fonr years and upon their 
earnest efforts, as yet incomplete, tq re­ 
duce and equalize th e burdens of taxa­ 
tion. 
Thus th e Democrats enter the 
canvass. 
General Collins closed by appealing to 
the patriotic independent citizens, who 
four yeare ago forsook their old alleg­

up a yell, simply yelling for half a 
m inute; then tboy began to get enthu­ 
siastic, and some of the more ardent 
peeled their coats and commenced wav­ 
ing them .
